A nav al cou rt of inq u iry into 
the sinking of the su bmarine 
Thresher went into closed ses­ 
sion today to hear and rev iew 
ev idence of a classified natu re. 
Vice Adm. Bernard L. Au s­ 
tin. cou rt president, said the 
closed sessions might last “sev ­ 
eral” day s. The cou rt is try ing 
to determine the cau se of the 
April 10 sinking in which 129 
men were lost. 
The hearing room was clear­ 
ed of newsmen shortly after an 


official of the Portsmou th Na­ 
v al Shipy ard where the su b­ 
marine was bu ilt and ov er­ 
hau led was called to identify 
debris 
believ ed 
from 
the 
Thresher. 
It was indicated the testi­ 
mony by Cicero A. Lewis, proj­ 
ect engineer in the shipy ard's 
design 
div ision, 
might 
deal 
with military secrets. 
The debris inclu ded a char­ 
red chu nk of plastic believ ed 
part of the T hresher’s nu clear 
reactor shield. A prev iou s wit­ 
ness had testified the plastic 
was 
bu rned 
in 
a 
“ru sh 
of 
flame.” 
The debris, scooped from the 
Atlantic in the area where the 
Thresher sank, also inclu ded 


oil slick samples, glov es u sed 
in a nu clear reactor section of 
a su bmarine, and part of a life 
jacket. 
Newsmen were read m itted 
to the hearing room briefly to 
hear Lewis’ response to a q u es­ 
tion as to whether he cou ld 
identify the debris as coming 
from the Thresher. 
His answer was, “ most, if 
not all of the debris, cou ld 
hav e come from a single com­ 
partment in the mid-ship area 
of the su bmarine.” He did not 
positiv ely identify the debris 
as that of the Thresher.

wo u ld “kno ck o ff” fo r the day . 
She said she was “ho o ked” 
o n the narco tics habit by a bo y 
friend who is no w in priso n. 
“He tau ght me ho w to do it. 
He sho wed me ho w to walk, 
y o u kno w, witho u t 
m a k i n g 
no ise and try do o r handles,” 
she said. “I had to get mo ney 
to bu y the stu ff (narco tics). I 
needed the stu ff and I had to 
wo rk to bu y the stu ff. 
“I dro ve by the places du r­ 
ing the day to line them u p.” 


she said. “If it lo o ked like the 
rent was $150 o r u p, I'd co me 
back in the mo rning, between 
4 and 7 a.m.”

“Peo ple,” she added, “keep 
their wallets and stu ff in the 
fu nniest places — living ro o m 
tables, k i t c h e n s and bath­ 
ro o ms.” 
Asked where she keeps her 
o wn mo ney , she replied, “in 
mv bra.”

Try it with broiled 
shad or shad roe and bacon — 
or some other extra-fine fresh 
fish—and new potatoes.

FOR A company dinner let 
the cooked celery dish accom­ 
pany a roast — tender lamb, 
beef, veal, chicken or turkey.

1. TARTARE SAUCE. If you

Salinger Uses Figure Of Speech 
Which Chills Kennedy Family

WASHINGTON lUPIt—White 
Ho u se Press Secretary Pierre 
Salinger u sed co me cu rio u s 
langu age recently when Presi­ 
dent Kenendy was in P a l m 
Beach. Fla. 
On at least two o ccasio ns, 
Salinger fended o ff q u estio ns 
by rep o rters in these jo cu lar 
wo rds, “Yo u ’ll hav e to wait 
fo r my memo irs . . .” 
This tends to u nderline o r 
reinfo rce the fact that Pierre 
was no t amo ng tho se o f the 
Kennedy staff who were ask­ 
ed to sign p ledges, sho rtly 
after the 19 6 1 inau gu ratio n, 
that they wo u ld nev er sell o r 
tell details o f their ex p eri­ 
ences in the White Ho u se. 


THESE PLEDGES were di­ 
rected largely at staff mem­ 
bers p rimarily co ncerned with 
the p erso nal life o f the First 
Family . The Kennedy s p lainly 
do no t want maids, bu tlers, 
ho u sekeep ers and su ch re­ 


v ealing the intimate side o f 
the family with its gu ard 
do wn. 
Co nsidering so me o f the so - 
called inside rev elatio ns o f 
p ast White Ho u se maids, bu t­ 
lers and co o ks, and the tcll- 
all sto ries o f bu tlers and nan­ 
nies fro m Bu ckingham Pal­ 
ace, the Kennedy s canno t be 
accu sed o f attemp ting to stifle 
legitimate p u blic info rmatio n. 


IN A MUCH MORE serio u s 
v ein, there were so me chills 
in the Kennedy inner circle 
recently cau sed by “The Or­ 
deal Of Po wer,” a new bo o k 
by Emmet Jo hn Hu ghes, who 
serv ed fo r a time as o ne o f 
the sp eech writers fo r fo rmer 
President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
ho wer.

President Kennedy no t o nly 
sho ws no sign o f help ing the 
anti-Castro Cu bans fight their 
war o f liberatio n, bu t is no w 
acting to p rev ent the Cu ban 
ex iles fro m do ing what they 
can abo u t it o n their o wn. 


IN EFFECT, the U n i t e d 
States is co nceding wide free­ 
do m o f actio n to the Kremlin 
to su p p o rt Castro ’s war o f 
ty ranny , and is deny ing to it­ 
self any freedo m o f actio n 
(and deny ing to the ex iles all 
freedo m o f actio n) to help the 
anti-Castro Cu bans in any ef­ 
fo rt at liberatio n.

o nly finds no p resent way to 
aid the anti-Castro war o f lib­ 
eratio n bu t actu ally p rev ents 
the Cu ban ex iles fro m har­ 
assing So v iet and C a s t r o 
fo rces. 
What ara the dissenters 
really criticizing abo u t the ad­ 
ministratio n’s Cu ba p o licy ?

Grass po llen fro m Marin 
Co u nty has been reco v ered 
fro m the Farallo ne Islands 30 
miles distant. Bu t if y o u are 
really allergic to the stu ff y o u 
can get it clo ser who lesale. 
Dr. J. Garland Stro u p o f San 
Rafael, writing in the cu rrent 
“Marin Bu lletin” o f the Marin 
Medical So ciety , repo rts that 


grass po llen is pro du ced in 
hu ge amo u nts fro m small in­ 
co nspicu o u s flo wers, being ex ­ 
tremely light in weight and 
transpo rted 
great 
distances 
fro m the wind. 
Su ch po llen has been fo u nd 
o n glass slides ex po sed at 


8 ,0 0 0 -1 0 , 0 0 0 feet altitu de, the 
article av ers, mentio ning that 


impo rtant Marin grasses co n­ 
tribu ting to su ch high and far- 
fly ing stu ff inclu des tlalian 
ry e, bro me, o rchard, wild o at 
and Bermu da grass, 
May be what y o u ’re sneezing 
abo u t is tree po llen, which like 
grass po llen is present in early 
spring bu t lasts a mu ch sho rter 
perio d, acco rding to Stro u p. 


Oak, walnu t, 
alder, 
po plar, 
sy camo re, ash, birch and o liv e 
trees all pro du ce allergic po l­ 
len. 
“Acacia and bay trees are 
present in large nu mber in 
Marin Co u nty ,” the article co n­ 
tinu es. “Ho wev er, po llen grains 
fro m these trees are large, 
heav y and are no t blo wn great 


distances by the wind. Cedar 
and pine trees pro du ce large 
amo u nts o f po llen which hav e 
little o r no allergenicity .” 
Weed po llen, say s the ar­ 
ticle, is pro du ced in late su m­ 
mer o r fall tho u gh Califo rnia 
is mo stly free o f ragweed 
which chiefly afflicts the East 
and Midwest. In Marin the mo st 


impo rtant weeds are Califo rnia 
sage, plantain, pigweed, lambs 
qu arter, pickleweed and Ru s­ 
sian thistle. 
What these po llen can do to 
y o u is plenty . Dr. Stro u p say s 
it’s well reco gnized that po llen 
no t o nly cau ses allergic rhini­ 
tis. allergic co nju nctiv itis and 
asthma bu t it may also be a 


cau se o f ato pic eczema, partic

u larly in o lder children with 
eczema beginning after o ne 
y ear o f age.

Amo ng the la tter, bla sto - 
my co s is o ne o f the mo st serio us. 
Such mista kes in dia g no sis a re under­ 
sta nda ble beca use fung a l disea ses ca n 
simula te pulmo na ry tuberculo sis clo se­ 
ly . The erro r ma y pro v e to be mo re 
co stly fo r tho se with blasto my ­ 
co sis becau se the co nditio n u su ­ 
ally is fatal u nless detected 
early and treated pro perly . Bu t 
this is life. The o nset o f the dis­ 
ease is so mild it is u nsu spected 
I o r mo nths o r y ears and the di­ 
agno sis may be ju st as difficu lt 
to make after it is su spected.
